Again to Prevail at

“There have been six changes in 
the piston displacement,” says the 
contest board, “designed primarily 
to aid the automobile industry, 
which was the motive behind the, 
building of the Speedway. The 
present-day racing cars are often 
referred to as the ‘vest pocket’ type, 
but they have developed amazing 
speed records.”

New Automotive Electric 
Drive for Cars Announced 


By HAROLD G. McCOY 


NLEVELAND, May 22.—A new 

C automotive electric drive for 
automobiles has been developed 
in a Cleveland workshop, ap- 
parently under patronage of Col. 
H. H. Rogers, the Standard Oil 
magnate, 

The Automotive Daily News is able 
to make the first announcement of 
the development, which already has 
been tested successfully in a Yel- 
low Taxi, a large passenger bus 
and in Col. Rogers’ own private 
yacht. 

The automotive electric drive is 
the product of the brain of E. Fra- 
ser, a consulting engineer of Cleve- 
land, San Francisco and New York 
It is based upon a one-unit dynamo 
motor with a single field, the elimi- 
nation of the second field permitting 
the reduction of weight to a point 
which will permit the introduction 
of the unit into economical motor 
car operation. 

The new unit, though the auto- 
motive electric drive is not new to 
motor car use, does these things 
among others, it is claimed:— 

Eliminates gears, starters and 
brakes, wiping their weight from 
the completed unit, adds to the 
weight of a motor car only the 
weight of two persons, increases 
economic efficiency to a vast de- 
gree. 


Halts all vibration from engine 
and transmission as this feature 
of motor car operation is known 
today, adds power hitherto un- 
known in automotive operation, 
the new power being supremely 
flexible. 

The feature of the Fraser dyna- 
mo-motor unit which differentiates 
it from others of like type is this:— 

The field is inside the rotating 
unit. The motor and generator are 
concentric. The motor winding is 
built somewhat in the shape of a 
barrel with one end. The generator 
winding is of the same shape, 
fitting over the motor winding. Both 
revolve in the same direction, in- 
dependently around the field. 

To reduce weight, iron has been 
eliminated and duraluminum sub- 
stituted for much of the metal parts 
of the unit, including the field. 

The largest unit developed thus 
far gives 100 brake horsepower and 
weighs 1,300 pounds. This unit is 
for bus use.

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“Cow Tests” for Trees 


“ OW is a rubber tree like a dairy cow?” asks a recent 
bulletin of the Department of Agriculture and 
answers the question by saying “because each gives milk.” 
Progressive dairymen make a practice of testing 
cows in their herds from time to time and eliminating the 


low producing animals and unprofitable milkers from the} 
herd. 
Experts of the Department of Agriculture have re- 


cently been applying similar tests to rubber trees that have 
been under cultivation for a good many years in Haiti. 
Tests applied to ninety-five trees showed that one tree 
yielded more than 10,000 cubic centimeters of latex, while 
four trees in the group gave less than 1,000 cubic centi- 
meters. By measuring production for a single month, the 
investigators found that they could identify trees that would 
give a high yield during any other month. 
he importance of this lies in the fact that by using 
the high producing trees for seed or for budding, it will 
probably be possible to increase the yield of any given 
grove, exactly as the breeder improves the yield of his 
herd of cows by breeding with high milk-producing 
stock. By such methods it will be possible to raise the 
production of latex per tree and thus increase the yield 
of crude rubber without increasing the area devoted to 
plantations. Obviously, also, these more efficient meth- 
ods tend to lower the price of the crude. 


Time Payments Hit Europe 


op of the most interesting bits of information that the 
Department of Commerce has recently vouchsafed us 
is contained in a recent bulletin and chronicles the growth of 
installment buying of motor vehicles in Europe. Of course 
England and France in the past have done a certain amount 
of time payment selling of cars, but the custom never has 
reached any such proportions as it has in this country. 

During 1927, 553,000 motor vehicles were sold in the 
European markets, and of this total 60 per cent. were pur- 
chased on the installment plan. This proportion is not very 
much behind the similar figures for the United States. Ob- 
viously if our export market is to grow to the size that such 
expert commentators as John J. Raskob and John N. Willys 
anticipate, time payment selling in foreign countries must 
assume about the same proportion of the total business that 
it does here. Europe has taken to the idea of paying for 
its transportation as it uses it. South America and the rest 
of the world will have to follow suit. 

In its bulletin the Department of Commerce points out 
that the effect of the increase in installment selling -in 
Europe is reflected in the growth of our business with that 
section of the world. In 1919 our exports to the European 
market totaled 26,000 units, while in 1927 the figure had 
risen to 153,000 units. This represents a growth of about 
500 per cent. 

The department bulletin points out that financing 
facilities in Europe are still in an embryonic condition. 
In many countries they scarcely exist. Improvement in 
this phase of sales effort is going forward rapidly, and 
within the next few years the European buyer will be 
able to make his automotive purchases on the same effi- 
cient basis that we do here. When similar conditions are 
induced throughout the world, motorization of this old 
globe of ours will proceed with renewed rapidity. And 
the export business of the American industry will leap 
forward at a tremendous pace.

STATES VARY ON | 


LOADED TRUCKS 


Seen on Weight 
Regulations 


EW YORK, May 22.—Apparent 
need for Federal regulation 

of the weights of trucks on high- 
ways is indicated in a survey com- 
piled by the Toledo Scale Company. 
From this it appears that a loaded 
truck is in many cases legally pro- 
hibited from leaving its own state 
because of conflicting weight limits 
in neighboring states. Thus a fully 


loaded truck registering 30,000 
pounds in New Jersey would have 
to get rid of 2,000 pounds before 
crossing into New York and would 
have to lose another 2,000 pounds 
before it would be allowed to enter 
Connecticut. If it were then possi- 
ble for it to cross into Illinois, it 
would again have to weigh 2,000 


pounds less, Illinois having a max- 
imum weight of 24,000 pounds. 
The intricacy of present state laws 
is indicated by the Illinois require- 
ments that the rear axle may carry 


16.000 pounds, the front axle 8,000 
pounds and that the weight is also 
limited to 8,000 pounds maximum 
wheel load, with 800 pounds max- 
imum weight per inch of width of 
tire surface in contact with pave- 
ment. All the states from which in- 


formation is available make a prac- 
tice of verifying loads of vehicles 
suspected of violating the statutes.
